NO RAILROAD STRIKE AND WHY 
Citizens of the United States are glad that the 
holidays aren't going to b e turned into a 
period 
cf 
confusion and despair b y a railroad strike. 
But no 
one really thought there would b e a strike 
It is not 
surprising news that the railroad b rotherhoods and 
the representatives of m anagem ent have b een ab le 
to agree on the terms of a peaceful settlem ent. 
Despite the fact the 
issue 
b etween them 
w a s 
argued all the way through the intricate procedure 
set up b y the railway lab or act w ithout a settlem ent, 
a strike was not in the cards. 
It would have b een 
so clearly against pub lic welfare in the existing em er­ 
gency that the federal government could not have 
hesitated to seize the railroads to assure continued 
service. 
In all prob ab ility, a railroad strike would 
have crystallized popular feeling against work stop­ 
pages that impede defense production. 
The question of the railroads' ab ility to meet the 
cost of averting a strike b y granting wage increases 
rem ains to b e answered. Presumab ly, since govern­ 
m ent controls in large part the size of railroad In­ 
come, the prob lem has b een solved tentatively. 
The i 
m eans of deriving more revenue from the pub lic havt 
b een explored and found reasonab ly suffk lent. 
It is! 
not, after ail, the railroads that m ust pay lab or costs, j 
b ut all the users of railroad service 
and that includes j 
virtually everyb ody. 


NO FRENCH POSTCARDS, THANKS 
The ab surd notion that a conquered nation with 
no army and with its territory over-ridden b y enemies 
can have a will of Its own is dying. The end is b eing 
hastened, oddly enough, b y the carefully staged anti 
b etween selected Nazi and 
French 
leaders, whose 
purpose was to persuade onlookers that henceforth the 
French were going to 
collab orate 
with 
their con­ 
querors, the implication b eing that up to thi.s time the 
French had b een leading an independent existence
